. The agriculture dciJartment'a bureau of 
agricultural economics has hobtod a storm' 
warning which American farmers cannot 
afford to Ignore. This la no time to buy farm 
, land, Bors the bureau, and It goes on to teU 
:why not. In statistics of dire Implication. 
■ Farm land values went up another 14 per 
: cent during the year ending last Nov. 1, and 
they-are now only 11 per cent below the 192D 
pealc. In 15 states they have more than 
doubled since the 1935-30 period, and In 11 
others they have reached a point 75 per cent 
above what they were less than 10 years ago. 

What this means Is, of course, as Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson points out, that un- 
less the brakes are fast applied to credit bur- 
^ Ing,' farmers are in for another land crash 
such as struck them In 1920-21. And thia time 
the blow may be even more severe., for more 
people have gone into debt to purchase farms 
In each of the last four years thon In any 
other year since 1920.

It Is unthinkable, of course, t 
prIvB humans of vitamin D- 
order to protect thtwn from poUt 
nila development Is strictly basic 
knowledge that science will ujc In 
finding out the real relationship be 
tween human nutrition and polio. 

This Is another reason why polio 
scientists face still much more tedi- 
ous research. They want to set tlie 
answer to the unusual problem: ^Vhy 
does the Infantile, paralysis vlrw 
uiUalljr strike at the healthiest chil- 
dren, tsUrt than thoiw In a rundown 
condition? 

Hie answer may be found In a new 
food factor, such as the monkey 
uU-anemla factor, that will help a 
child .or an adult to throw oil this 
ilHer -rirua.
